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Talk of the AIS team leaving Victoria’s 
Foxtel Cup and switching to the NSW 
Premier League next season is fanciful 
with the one spot remaining in next year’s 
revamped NSW competition to go to either 
Penrith or the winner of the Super League 
grand final. 

Penrith faces relegation from Premier League 
but only will be replaced if the winner of 
September’s Super League 
grand final meets a stringent 
set of criteria for elevation to 
NSW’s elite competition. 

“We made the announcement 
a few months back about the 
two new clubs coming into a 
revamped 12-team competition 
next year,” said Football NSW 
Media Officer Angela Habashy 
last week. And the AIS was not 
in the mix. 

The two newcomers to the 
2008 NSW Premier League 
are Macarthur Rams and West 
Sydney Berries. 

AIS head coach and former 
Socceroo Steve O’Connor was 
scathing in his response to the 
NSW knock-back. 

“We’ve been rejected by NSW 
before and Ijust don’t understand 
it. From my perspective they 
are anti-development,” said 
O’Connor. 

“Remember too that I’m from 
NSW. I went through their 
system and was their technical 
director. 

“From this country’s point of 
view these elite kids need that 
level of competition. If they 
don’t have it then in another 10 
years time you'll hear people 
asking where the next batch 
of gifted youngsters is coming 
from. 

“The Victorian Premier League 
is a decent league and presents 
a great challenge for the boys and whatever 
the cost it’s well worth it.” 

That cost is believed to be close to $250,000 
but O’Connor’s response to the closed NSW 
door suggests that the bean counters won’t 
restrict his outfit’s continued participation 
south of the border.

Federation Victoria CEO Mark Rendell who 
hoped financial considerations would not 
undermine the continued involvement of the 
Canberra-based youngsters.

will have to take into consideration. Actually 
it really wouldn’t be an awful lot less if they 
were competing in NSW. 

“We have had a brief dialogue with them 
about their continued involvement and I’m 
keen to see them stay in the competition.” 
Should the AIS maintain its Foxtel Cup status 
as expected, it now seems almost certain 


that the promotion and relegation decisions 
announced by the FFV board on Friday 23 
February this year will stand. 

There’s been much conjecture among 
Victorian football followers this season about 
whether or not the February announcements 
were set in stone but although the decisions 
were taken before Rendell’s tenure, he sees 
no reason why the board would overturn 
them. 

That’s in spite of the rumour 
mill churning out talk of 
litigation on a weekly basis 
as some clubs allegedly 
mull over the possibility of 
clinging to their Foxtel Cup 
status through the courts. 

So, with a handful of league 
games left this season let’s 
revisit the promotion and 
relegation rules as set out 
by FFV in the belief that the 
sport’s governing body will 
not have a change of heart. 
Theaim ofthe announcements 
was to create a 14-team 
(down by two) Foxtel Cup 
competition for 2008 with all 
lesser leagues numbering 12 
clubs each. 

A notable feature of the rules 
is that there will be no play- 
off games to decide a place 
in next season’s State League 
One. 

And it’s a safe bet that at least 
one of the bottom three clubs 
in Provisional League Three 
North-West will not gain 
re-admission while all three 
bottom clubs in that league’s 
South-East division may all 
be re-admitted. 

That’s due to the uneven 
number of clubs in those 
leagues. North-West has 12 
clubs while South-East only 
has 11. If all three bottom 
clubs in North-West were to be re-admitted 
it would leave that league with an unwieldy 
number of 13 participating clubs.

Newcomers display a competitiveness to be respected 


Signed by Melbourne in an_at- 
tempt provide some much needed im- 
petus from defence, Matthew Kemp 
started impressively and embarked on a barn- 
storming run which almost resulted in a goal. 

On his first trip back to Olympic 
Park since his move across the Tasman, Mi- 
chael Ferrante starred, marshalling the centre of 
the park with authority and a sense of purpose. 

He was ably assisted by Daniel, who 
tormented the Victory back four endlessly with his 
slight of foot, awareness and searing turn of pace. 

And it was indeed the combination of 
Ferrante and Daniel, which came closest to pro- 
ducing the game’s first goal after 11 minutes. 

Ferrante whipped in a free kick peril- 
ously towards the near post, finding Daniel, but 
the former Botafogo star flashed his headed at- 
tempt just wide with Theoklitos well beaten.

Vasko Stocjevski’s time at the FFV is up, 
his failure to gain re-election as president 
of the federation drawing an end to his 
time in football politics.

Stojcevski said he hoped that the 
constitutional reform passed during his 
presidency would serve the game well. 


“T think the stakeholders were heard and 
that the game has moved to a situation 
where everyone is involved, boys, girls and 
country,” he said. 

“IT would like to think then that my legacy 
was one where the game was made available 
to everyone, I hope these new guys are 
representative of that.” 

Stojcevski laughed when asked for his 
favourite memory from his time at the FFV. 
“Tonight is one moment,” he said. 

“To have representatives from all over the 
state here, it bought a smile to my face. 
“For the first time in FFV history we have 
figures like Ben Buckley coming to present, I 
wanted an inclusive and transparent process 
and I think we got that tonight.” 

Stojcevski wants the game to develop under 
the new board, hopeful that it could deliver 
to the Victorian public. 

“‘T hope we see an open and inclusive board, 
come September when Mark Rendell, 
the board and the zone representatives 
get together I hope they formulate a good 


strategic plan. 

“T say to Tony Dunkerley, watch out for 
the vocal people out there, I'll be one of 
them now that I’m on the other side of the 
fence.”

Asmall crowd of dedicated Springvale and 
Kingston supporters braved the cold and 
wet elements to watch an attacking game 
played in extremely difficult conditions 
that saw Kingston win 2-0 thanks to two 
second half goals by Antun Vulic.

Zoric 
took the ball to the edge of the eighteen yard 
box and cross to Mrdic who was completely 
unmarked, however he failed to control the 
ball and shhot with the goal at his mercy. 

In the last two minute Springvale 
were unlucky not to score. Firstly when a 
cross was dropped by Andrews and the ball 
was cleared by Kingston and in the last 
minute of the first half when the speedy 
Zoric beat his marker and cross to Mrdic 
who was once again unmarked just outside 
the six yard box.

The Kingston coach Dean Hennesey 
was relieved to get the three points and keep 
in touch with the other teams in the relegation 
zone. “We have a competitive team and don’t 
deserve to be in the relegation zone. We have 
won points against the top teams and dropped 
points against the bottom teams. This game 
was always going to be tight as Springvale 
have nothing to lose and they were not afraid 
to attack.” 

When asked tonight performance 
Hennesey responded “ I was not happy 
with the first half however the performance 
of the whole team in the second half was 
encouraging.”

The Jack Reilly Interview 
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Insights of a World Cup ‘74 Socceroo Hero 


Goal! Weekly’s Addy Wetzler concludes his inter- 
view this week with 1974 World Cup Socceroo, 
Jack Reilly. In the second half of the series Jack 
talks candidly to Addy about the NSL of old, the 
A-league, the Socceroos and Big Jack’s appoint- 
ment to the FFA Board. 


GW: You were also involved with the Carlton Soccer 
Club as the chairman. 

JR: I was involved with them for the first year, and we 
went from not having any players eight weeks before the 
season, to playing in the Grand Final. And then the Carl- 
ton Football Club basically withdrew their support for the 
team, and I went off into the wilderness. It was just the 
first year I was the chairman of it. Again, it was an experi- 
ence that you learn a lot from, and at that point in time, it 
was most probably not the right thing to happen. I don’t 
think the average sports fan was quite ready for a new 
way of football. 


GW: Would it have made a difference if Carlton had 
beaten South Melbourne in that final? 

JR: To this day I say it was a bad refereeing decision that 
cost us the championship, but we can argue about referee- 
ing decisions forever and a day. I thought that for the new 
boy in the block, I thought it was a great game that night. 
I thought it was a great game, the fans got their money’s 
worth and really the result wouldn’t have made any dif- 
ference, it wasn’t the fact that we lost the grand final, it 
was the fact that Carlton Football Club decided that they 
were not going to support a soccer club anymore and that 
was no good. 


GW: Obviously there was the failure of Carlton and 
also the Collingwood club, both fairly shortlived, did 
you think there was room for a third NSL club behind 
the Melbourne Knights and South Melbourne? 

JR: I think everybody believed that... Ill put it right on the 
table, I’m no ethnic-basher, and obviously some people 
call Scottish people ethnic. I think that the sport has been 
very fortunate that its got forty to fifty years of history 
from European descendants. Certain things happen on 
the way through, I think right now, we have now got sec- 
ond and third generation European descendants who are 
looking at things very, very differently. They are involved 
in the sport from a different level. They’re there because 
they want to be, and that was a big thing with Melbourne 
Victory last year, we all of a sudden had families from 
two year old kids to seventy year old grandfathers coming 
to watch the game, and massive numbers of young girls 
— fifteen, sixteen, seventeen year olds associating with the 
sport for the first time because of the atmosphere. But 
we can never forget the forty or fifty years of intellectual 
property that we’ve got, that was given to us by the people 
who ran the game over a long period of time. 


GW: You were involved in the NSL taskforce in 2003. 
Through the taskforce and the Crawford inquiry, was 
there a push to de-ethnicise the sport? 

JR: Absolutely, no question. That was the whole thrust of 
the report. The report basically said ‘well, if you’re from 
an ethnic background, the sport doesn’t need you’. 


GW: Is that something you agree with? 

JR: Not at all, not at all. I believe that we’re all Australian, 
it’s as simple as that. I believe that we are in Australia a 
multicultural society, and I think any stadium that can put 
ten, twelve, fourteen, sixteen different nationalities into 
it and all enjoy themselves for a sporting occasion, that’s 
what we’ve got to get to. I don’t care about colour, creed, 
religion, nationality, I don’t care. 


GW: So if there was the opportunity for say a South or 
Knights, if they were in the financial position to enter 
the A-League, would you support them entering as a 
‘Greek’ or ‘Croatian’ side? Do you think they’d be 
room for an ‘ethnic’ team to enter the A-League as it 
stands now? 

JR: Well we’re talking hypotheticals, because the A- 
League is eight teams and we’ve got another three years 
to go before any decision can be made. I’m sure the 
league will expand and I’m sure the league will allow en- 
try ifits seen as being right for the game, to whoever they 
believe should be running clubs. 


GW: So you don’t think there’d be a push towards a 
generic franchise with no ethnic ties? 

JR: They’ ll be a push towards a football club that will do 
the best possible thing for the game. 


GW: How often do you get unlike to watch Victorian 
Premier League games? 

JR: I get along to as many as I can, and I think the stan- 
dard is quite good right now. I would like to see if at 
all possible more young players come through and play 
regularly at that level, and I would also like to think that 
somewhere along the line there can be co-operation be- 
tween various clubs and A-League clubs, so that there is 
a natural progression. But like everything you’ve got to 
walk, crawl, maybe trot and then run. 


GW: It would be nice to improve crowds though obvi- 
ously? 

JR: I think that can only be done by getting families 
involved, that’s the secret. Everything is based on the 
community that we’re in these days, and if there’s a com- 
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munity involvement you’ve got success. It’s not just a 
question of playing football, its a matter of appealing to 
your community for support. 


GW: Do you think football could follow the cricket 
model, where you might have seen Shane Warne 
playing for Victoria when he didn’t have Australian 
commitments, or playing for St Kilda in the cricket 
Premier League when he wasn’t playing for Victoria. 
Sure, you might not have Harry Kewell turning up for 
Whittlesea Zebras next week, but if you’re looking at 
cementing a step between the A-League and some of 
the top Victorian clubs, would it be possible to help 
foster the relationship to have A-League players mak- 
ing appearances in the domestic competition? 

JR: I don’t think the two are related. I think that every 
club must appeal to its community, whatever that commu- 
nity may be. Then what I said as far as co-operation be- 
tween Premier League clubs and A-League clubs, what- 
ever they may be, and its not necessarily a relationship 
between Melbourne-based clubs and Melbourne Victory, 
it can be Melbourne clubs and Wellington, or Brisbane, 
or whoever. The same way as Manchester United have 
feeder clubs all over the world. That’s where we’ve got 
to get to. We’re a long, long way off from that, but it 
would be good if we could see career paths for players 
within this country, and if we can keep them just a little 
bit longer, to play at A-League level. There’s no way 
known that we’re going to keep them forever and a day, 
the rewards are massive worldwide and we’ve got to be 
realistic about that, but there should be a career path that 
keeps younger players here just a little bit longer and they 
don’t suffer because of it. 


GW: So you wouldn’t like to see Archie Thompson 
turning out for Heidelberg during the A-League off- 
season, or Kevin Muscat showing up for Essendon if 
he’s recovering from an injury? 

JR: No, but I'd love to see three or four potential youth 
internationals playing with all these clubs. I think its very 
much in favour of having younger teams, its difficult 
when winning is a very strict criteria. It’s the mix the 
matters. Its hard. You go out to a club and say ‘well you 
should be doing this’ and they say well ‘what about this 
week’s result?’ Its not easy. 


GW: Do you think the Federal governement’s involve- 
ment in setting up the Crawford inquiry and subse- 
quent report came about a little bit too late? Should 
they have become involved sooner? 

JR: No, I think the Crawford Report was most probably 
at the right time. I think the national league was just be- 
ginning to struggle and | think we were all beginning to 
struggle with how we could possibly resolve the problems 
that were there. I’m not saying that all the problems are 
resolved at all, but we’ve gone a long way to resolving 
them, and I think we’ve got more people enjoying foot- 
ball now than we’ve ever had enjoying it. But I think the 
Crawford Report was most probably at the right time. 


GW: You already mentioned Melbourne Victory, 
what has your involvement been? You’ve been on the 
board, but have you had much of a hands-on role in 
the running of the club? 

JR: None other than being a board member. Its like ask- 
ing me if I’ve got anything to do with the coaches of the 
Australian teams, I don’t expect to have anything to do 
with that, as a board member you set the policy and the 
strategy and then hold people accountable for the delivery 
on them. I think thats what Melbourne Victory did very 
well last year, they held everybody accountable for what 
they were doing, and that showed through in results, it 
showed through in satisfaction of supporters, it was just 
fantastic for the game. 


GW: So to use your own word there, have Ernie Mer- 
rick and Gary Cole been accountable? 

JR: Absolutely. They’ve been totally accountable for 
what they’ve been doing, and it was a slight change from 
the first year because everybody was learning I think. I 
didn’t have an involvement, but I think everybody was 
learning, everybody was trying to do the right thing, but 
there’s no substitute in sport or business or in your own 
life for accountability, and if you run away from that 
you’re never going to get anywhere as a result. 


GW: Sunday June 3rd was your appointment to the 
FFA board, has that been something that you feel has 
been coming to you for a while now? 

JR: I think in everything in life you try to serve an ap- 
prenticeship and do the best thing you can possibly do by 
whatever it may be, and there was nobody in this country 
happier than me when I got appointed to the FFA board. I 
just hope that I can deliver in the manner that people think 
I might be able to. 


GW: Your relationship with Frank Lowy — how long 
have you known him? 

JR: P’ve known Frank Lowy since 1970, when he was 
the chairman of the Hakoah Club in Sydney. The man’s 
veins just pulse football, and what I did see on Sunday 
at the Extraordinary General Meeting, was a unification 
that I’ve never seen in football. All state federations were 
represented there, and it was a totally unified outlook on 
the game, and I would hope that thats the foundation that 
we can build on going forward. 


GW: There’s no doubt you’d hope that Frank Lowy is 
at the helm for a long period to come? 

JR: I think that Frank Lowy has done so much. First and 
foremost Crawford set the scene, and then Frank Lowy 
came along and delivered on the planks of the Crawford 
Report. That’s taken the best part of three and a half to 
four years, and now we’ve got to build on very, very solid 
foundations we’ve got, in order to try and make the game 
mainstream. And there’s no better person to lead it than 
Frank Lowy. 


GW: Do you feel there’s a clear mandate for the 
board? 

JR: Absolutely. There was a strategy and mandate spelt 
out to all members at the meeting, and there was agree- 
ment that its still in the throes of being finalised, but it was 
shown in its form and there was agreement on the way 
foward, so I would hope that everybody tries to deliver. 


GW: What can Jack Reilly bring to the FFA board? 
JR: What I can bring to the board is almost immaterial. 
The only things that I think about is one, winning the 
World Cup, and two, performing particularly well in Asia, 
three, setting the scenario for everyone who is involved 
in the game to enjoy it, and just let the game become the 
success I’ve always believed for the last thirty five years 
it should be. 


GW: You mentioned the Asian Cup, how important is 
success there? It looks like we'll go in as favourites, 
or very close to... 

JR: We’ve got a team of highly professional players, I 
should think that we should be favourites. I’d love to 
think that we could win it, but if we don’t win it, its not 
going to be the end of the world, we’ve got to plan again 
for the future and not have too shortsighted a view of the 
world. I can’t see us being where we’ve got to get to 
within three years, within five we may be beginning to get 
there, but it might take a bit longer. 


GW: Lucas Neill has made comments to suggest that 
not winning the Asian Cup would be regarded as noth- 
ing short of a failure, thats not how you feel? 

JR: I don’t consider anything failure if whoever is trying 
to achieve puts their best into it. Thats all you can do. Put 
your best into it. Of course I would love us to win, win- 
ning is almost everything, but not quite. Lucas has maybe 
made a bit of a rod for his own back with that statement. 


GW: It’s good to hear the players speaking like that 
though isn’t it? 
JR: Absolutely. 
dence. 


Its great that they’ve got that confi- 


GW: So when are we going to win the World Cup? 

JR: Its not going to be 2010. But I think we should be 
brave enough to be setting the trend to try and stage a 
World Cup by maybe 2018 or 2022, then maybe that’s 


the dual goal. A lot has to be done to achieve that, there’s 
no doubt we have to provide the facilities and the back- 
ground for young players to continue to come through the 
system better prepared than they’ve ever been. By that I 
mean, I still think we lack natural skills, and you have to 
improve in that area. We can run with the best, we can 
fight with the best, we can compete with the best, once we 
put that together with just a little bit more finesse, we’ ll be 
very very hard to beat. 


GW: And you belive that Asia is the right path for 
moving forward? 

JR: Ido. But I also think that we’ve got to have the high- 
est calibre of competition all the time. 


GW: It goes without saying that there’s a massive dif- 
ference between the game today and when you were 
running around with the jersey on, as far as fame, 
money... 

JR: We got $2000 for going to the World Cup in 1974. 


GW: Does it disappoint you that you’re not playing in 
today’s era of football? 

JR: I would give an arm, a leg, a lung, my heart... every- 
thing I’ve got... to be out there playing again today, but its 
not going to happen, so therefore I’ve got to do the next 
best thing, and try to create the environment where others 
can be successful. 


GW: Apart from the fact that you might struggle in 
goals without that arm and leg, what difference be- 
tween ‘now’ and ‘then’ do you regret the most? Is it 
the money, the crowds, the fame? 

JR: Back then it was a hobby, and something that we 
wanted to be successful at, now its a business, its not 
a hobby, they have to be successful, and there’s huge 
money at stake. Its a little bit like the chicken and egg 
situation, thats how it is. Or the chicken and pig. The 
chicken says ‘my egg is a contribution’, the pig says ‘well 
my contribution is totality’. I think that we’ve got a fan- 
tastic base now from which to build. Our players are as 
professional as any in the world, and they are competing 
at the highest level. And unlike most people, I do think 
that we have a lot of good young players coming through 
at the moment. 


GW: What will Jack Reilly’s legacy be, firstly to foot- 
ball, and secondly to Australia, if we can separate the 
two? 

JR: Jack Reilly’s legacy is only a matter for Jack Reilly’s 
mind. Provided what goes on in my mind, I can get the 
message across in the best possible way, so that every- 
body can succeed. Then I’ll be happy.

Skledar says Pines belong at top level 


“Keeping Cameron (Leopold) and Nicky 
(Waite) was great. They are the leaders and 
when they lift it up a notch it lifts the other 
players too.” 

Skledar caused a minor stir in the 
local area when he quit Langwarrin and re- 
joined Pines five weeks before the start of 
this season. Most football followers in that 
neck of the woods were hankering for a 
series of local derbies featuring relegated 
Pines, Langwarrin, and newly promoted 
Casey Comets with Pines and Langwarrin 
vying for City of Frankston bragging rights. 
It came as a shock to the Langwarrin first 
team squad one training night when coach 
Gus Macleod announced that Skledar had 
joined their local rival. 

But those that have followed Skle- 
dar’s career would have noted it swinging 
like a pendulum to and fro between these 
two clubs. 

South-Australian born Skledar 
started playing with Frankston United at un- 
der-7 level but after playing in the under 12s 
he spent a season with Sandringham City 
juniors before joining Langwarrin where he 
progressed into the reserves squad. 

The highlight of his junior career 
came when he represented Vic country in the 
national under-16 titles at Parklea in Sydney 
in 2001. Although goal difference stopped 
the side from advancing from its group, a 
win against Vic metro was a proud moment 
for the youngsters. 

Skledar made his first pit stop at 
Pines in the 2003 Premier League season, 
the first half of which was spent in the re- 
serves but in the second half of the season 
he spent some time on the first team bench 
thanks to coach Stan Webster.

In 2004 he started in the ones on a 

few occasions until a torn hip flexor muscle 
at training sidelined him for 13 weeks. 
“T just couldn’t stretch out properly and it 
was a difficult injury to overcome. I played a 
game in the ones against Green Gully when 
I came back then spent what was left of the 
season in the twos.” The need for regular first 
team football was the main lure for Skledar’s 
return to Langwarrin, newly promoted to Di- 
vision One for the 2005 season. 

Skledar featured regularly in the 
Langwarrin first team in 2005 and the fol- 
lowing year he started quite a few games in 
the first half of the season with some substi- 
tute appearances thrown in. However, in the 
second half of that season he challenged for 
a high ball against Brunswick City at Law- 
ton Park and fell awkwardly, dislocating his 
elbow and bringing a premature end to his 
season. 

He started pre-season training with 
Langwarrin before last Christmas and looked 
fit and sharp before his sudden departure to 
Pines earlier this year. 

“Tt was nothing to do with the social side of 
things because Langwarrin is a great club. It 
was purely and simply a football decision. 
“T just wasn’t enjoying my football any more 
and I thought that by changing clubs I might 
be able to get that buzz back.” 

He contacted Pines senior coach 
Adam Jamieson and received a positive re- 
sponse so the move took place. 

“[’ve played just about everywhere so far 
this season with Pines. 

“T’ve been used to plug a few holes but for 
the last month or so I’ve been on the right 
wing and I enjoy playing there. I feel more 
comfortable in that role and I think that’s 


why I play better out wide. 

“My game relies a lot on hard run- 
ning and fitness is my biggest thing. If I get 
into a game early and get a bit of the ball it 
sets me up for a good game. 

“T’d like to get physically stronger though 
and I’d like to improve my crossing.” 
Skledar has noted different playing styles 
between Pines and Langwarrin although he 
has had little trouble adjusting to the Pines 
style. 

“T think we play a more up tempo type of 
game at Pines. Langwarrin likes to control 
the game more and get it played at their pace 
and if they do that they can really hurt you.” 

Skledar’s confidence in his team- 
mates at Pines looks well-founded and he 
even goes as far as saying that this current 
Pines squad would hold its own in Premier 
League. 

“T definitely believe that it would 
(hold its own). I think a couple of new play- 
ers would help to give us more depth but this 
current squad would give a really good ac- 
count of themselves in Premier League.” 

If Pines get promoted Skledar is keen to 
stay. 

He’s already played at Premier 
League level but there’s still the matter of 
some unfinished business as he’d relish the 
chance to cement a spot in the starting line- 
up in the higher competition. 

And if Pines don’t get promoted and Lang- 
warrin does? 

Well, he won’t need a Melways to find his 
way to Lawton Park.

DEMONS CROWNED NSW CHAMPS 


Fans filing out of CUA Stadium at Penrith 
could hardly believe it, not even Demons coach 
Aytek Genc could believe it either — Blacktown 
City are the 2007 Telechoice Premier League 
Champions after one of the most gripping 
Grand Finals in recent memory. 

Down and all but out, the Premiers who 
have made lazarus like comebacks an artform 
with their take no prisoners approach, fighting 
their way back from 1-1 with ten men to defeat 
Bankstown City and lift the coveted silverware. 

“There is a lot of character in this side, 
we could have thrown in the towel but they never 
gave up and came back when they were under 
pressure,” said Genc. 

The Demons players unable to contain 
their emotion at the final whistle after upstaging 
the resurgent Bankstown City side during a 
pulsating second half. The 76th minute second 
off of playmaker Gabriel ‘Chi Chi’ Mendez 
should have signalled the end for the Blacktown 
challenge but despite being down to ten men for 
the last fourteen minutes, they fought back and 
in a tough physical contest finished all over a 
disappointing Bankstown City. 

Up 1-0 on 29 minutes, the Demons held 
the advantage for the majority of the match after 
some poor marking gifted them the opening goal. 
Sydney Olympic discard Michael Cindric, who 
replaced the suspended Bobby Dragas, leaping 
high at the back post to nod home a Brendan 
Renaud comer during an otherwise uninspiring 
first half. The match not opening up till halfway 
through the second half as both sides went blow 
for blow as they sought to etch out a definitive 
effort. 

After watching captain/coach Peter 
Tsekenis make an almost calamitous defensive 
error which almost gifted Demons striker Luke 
Roodenburg a goal, Bankstown City striker 
Robert Mileski was able to give his side an 
equaliser on 75 minutes. Dancing through some 
tired defence Mileski had his first shot parryed 
by goalkeeper Matt Nemes and after watching 
his follow up effort hit the woodwork was able to 


tuck the loose ball home at the third attempt with 
Nemes well beaten. 

A minute later all hell broke loose as 
Mendez received a second yellow card for a tackle 
on midfielder Hidetaka Ishii and all of a sudden 
the momentum was with Bankstown City who at 
that stage looked more than capable of going on 
with the job. 

Inspired by midfielders Chad Gibson 
and Brendan Renaud, the Demons not only fought 
back but they outplayed Bankstown City scoring 
two goals in quick succession to put the match 
beyond reach.

With Akilli on the deck, Wither was 
able to push the ball to Ozbey who calmly buried 
a shot into the empty net. 

Two minutes later the Championship 
the comeback was complete as Chad Gibson met 
an Ozbey cross at the back post to make the score 
3-1 and send Blacktown City fans into raptures. 

“It was one of those moments which 
could have been a decisive turning point in the 
match but instead of capitalising we somehow lost 
our way and let Blacktown back into the match,” 
said Bankstown City coach Peter Tsekenis. “We 
are absolutely gutted to get so close and undo 
all our good work with such a poor last ten 
minutes.” 

Brendan Renaud celebrating the win by 
being named man of the match in an otherwise 
impressive display from the veteran. Renaud 
and Gibson showing their class especially in 
the second half when the wheels could have 
come from the Demons bandwagon. Sweeper 
Mirko Jurilj was also impressive as was defender 
Cindric who did a good marking job on Mileski 
and scored the important opening goal. 

Their efforts acknowledged by coach 
Aytek Genc who was remarkably sent off midway 
through the second half by referee Simon Pryzdacz 
for continually venturing out of his technical area.

A satirical look at the World of Football according to Mark Boric 


What are the homes of football in Melbourne? 
Plenty would say Olympic Park is one, and 
with everything from huge crowds in the 60’s 
during the heyday of the old State League, to 
Internationals (a certain World Cup Qualifier 
v Scotland is pretty noteworthy) and through to 
being the first home of Melbourne Victory. 

Middle Park was a ground that held great 
memories for many a local football fan until the 
poaching of the Grand Prix from Adelaide (and 
they can have some 6-0 Grand Final thumpings to 
go with it) saw the stadium demolished and South 
Melbourne relocate around the corner to the new 
Bob Jane Stadium. 

Middle Park is not the only ground to fall by 
the wayside. A quick look at the venues used by the 
First Division clubs of 1952 shows how much the 
landscape has changed. Box Hill were playing at 
Surrey Park, corner of Elgar and Canterbury Roads. 
Eventually they moved to Wembley Park, further 
east along Canterbury Road near the corner of 
Middlebrough Road. 

Most people who remember Brighton in the State 
and Metro Leagues would recall Dendy Park. In 
1952 though, they were still playing at Hurlingham 
Park off the Nepean Highway. Drove past it on 
Saturday morning when Auskick was taking place 
across the two AFL footy ovals at the ground 
nowadays. 

Footscray City played at Henry Turner Reserve 
at the bottom of Footscray Park. J.U.S.T. played at 
Yarra Park on the corner of Punt Road and Batman 
Avenue. Juventus were using Royal Park, Number 
Four ground in Parkville. Many mergers and moves 
away from Epping Stadium. 

Park Rangers played in Albert Park. Prahran 
used Como Park on Alexandra Avenue. South 
Yarra played out of Fawkner Park. Sunshine United 
played at Sunshine Park. Yallourn was a long way 
away. 

In Division Two George Cross were also at 
Royal Park, in Area Six. Hakoah were at Yarra 
Park, before moving to St.Kevin’s Oval in South 
Yarra the following season. International Harvester, 
aka The Hicks, were based at the Cresco Fertilizers 
Cricket Ground, North Geelong. No sh... 

Changes by 1963 were numerous. The top 


division was now the State League. Croatia were 
in it, playing at Tracy’s Speedway in Maribyrnong. 
George Cross were now at the Olympic Village in 
Heidelberg. Hakoah were now at what we knew 
as Middle Park. J.U.S.T. were also at a future 
NSL ground that fell to the power of Whelan the 
Wrecker, Schintler Reserve in West Melbourne.

Alexander were at Yarra Bend National park, 
behind Fairfield Hospital. Box Hill were now at 
Wembley Park. Brighton were also now at Dendy 
Park. Makedonia were at Collier Street Park, East 
Preston. Oakleigh were not yet Cannons, playing at 
Davis Reserve in Huntingdale.Yallourn, Ballarat, 


Bell Park, Geelong Scottish, Norlane Olympia, 
Seymour-Puckapunyal, Flinders Naval Depot (at 
Crib Point), and Rosebud were all a long way to 
travel in your Ford Model T or similar jalopy. 

So onto 1977. Great album by the Irish lads Ash. 
But I digress. The 1977 State League, sponsored 
by Rothman’s (they made cigarettes which kill 
people), had Altona City playing at Kim Reserve. 
1-0 to clubs playing at current venues. Essendon 
Lions were at Montgomery Park. Still hadn’t been 
able to rename themselves with Croatia in the title 
or find Somers Street, so the score is levelled at 1- 
1. Frankston City were at North Seaford Reserve, 


and they’re gone and Seaford United are there now 
so it’s 1-2. George Cross were at Olympic Park, 
making it 1-3. Green Gully were at Green Gully 
Reserve, pulling it back to 2-3. Hakoah St.Kilda, 
gone like Middle Park, no longer being around 
makes it 2-4. 

Juventus at Olympic Park is closer to Epping 
than Elsternwick, but the score creeps out to 2-5. 
Polonia Maribyrnong were at Maribyrnong Reseve. 
Not yet the Western Eagles or at the Polish Club, 
the score goes out to 2-6. Prahran Slavia are also 
long goooooorne, played at the Showground, Ascot 
Vale. 2-7 and not looking good in terms of clubs 
still being around and still at the same grounds. 
Preston were at JA Cochrane Reserve in Collier 
Street. 2-8. Ringwood City being at Jubilee Park 
is a mere consolation goal before Sunshine City 
being at Chaplin Reserve poses the question of how 
to award the goal given their later takeover by the 
Georgies. Leaving the question unanswered, we 
have five of the clubs from that season still in the 
Foxtel Cup in some form today, only one of which 
is still at the same home. Only three of the other 
clubs still exist, two of them still using the same 
facilities. Make of that what you will, I certainly 
have nothing to add. 

Except for some random observations of the 
lower leagues in 1977. Springvale City were at 
Ross Reserve, which has recently become a brothel 
ground with a few teams having used it. Clayton 
were playing at Carlson Reserve, Clayton North, 
which is the ground Waverley Wanderers now 
use, stolen for them by former President George 
Katsamboukas, he of Katsa’s Korner fame. 

Morwell Falcons were at Keegon Reserve. 
Carnegie were at Comoora Road Reserve, South 
Springvale. That’s a fair bloody way from Carnegie 
really. East Carlton played at Royal Park Number 
Nine. How many pitches were at that place? 
Monbulk were at the present ground on Moores 
Road, with the treacherous drive up the hills leaving 
some worried that a car breakdown could leave 
them surrounded by local yokels demanding they

The Whittlesea Zebras were denied all 
three points and a chance to clinch out- 
right second spot on the Foxtel Cup ta- 
ble, as a late Les Anastasiou equaliser for 
Preston cancelled out Josip Kozic’s first 
half Zebra’s strike to ensure the spoils 
were shared in the inaugural Northern 
Community Cup in front of a crowd of 
over 2,600 at Epping Stadium. 

An initiative between the Preston 
and Whittlesea football clubs, the Cities of 
Darebin and Whittlesea, coupled with the 
Football Federation of Victoria, the North- 
ern Community Cup showcased to all that 
football in Melbourne’s northern suburbs is 
alive and kicking. 

The inaugural Cup was a tale of 
two halves. The Zebras dominated the Li- 
ons in the first and should have been two-nil 
up in the opening twenty minutes. Zebra’s 
striker Hamlet Armenian could not latch 
onto a volley supplied from a Kristian Rees 
cross twelve yards from goal, whilst minutes 
later, Ari Drakos broke free to beat the off- 
side trap on the edge of Preston’s box only 
to watch his strike sail over the bar. 

It was third time lucky for the 
Zebras, as Josip Kozic swooped on some 
lacklustre Preston defending. Kozic broke 
free on the left flank but the Preston defence 
froze, looking at the referee’s assistant for 
the offside flag. The correct decision, the 
flag stayed down as Kozic strolled into Pres- 
ton’s box to beat Lion’s goalkeeper Savas 
Ozdemir and gift the Zebra’s the lead on the 
half hour mark. 

The one-way traffic continued for 
Whittlesea and the Zebras could have added 
another two goals before half time. Whit- 
tlesea captain Ross Antoniadis won a free 
header from a corner, but flicked the ball 
over the bar. Shortly after, Armenian was 
presented a through ball from Kozic that 
split the Lion’s defence, only for Armenian 
to shoot wide. 

The Lions could count themselves 
lucky that the damage was only contained 
to a goal at the break. Immediately after the 
restart, the Lions began to find avenues back 
into the game and Preston’s search was for 
an equaliser was on. Just like Whittlesea in

the first half, Preston began to create a string 
of chances but could not find the back of 
the Zebra’s net. Les Anastasiou delivered a 
long ball towards Zoran Petrevski, who laid 
it off to Tony Sterjovski to finish, but struck 
his shot wide. Preston were granted another 
chance to level in the sixtieth minute, as 
Zoran Petrevski headed a Sterjovski corner 
across the face of goal, only to see it fall to 
Nick Lazarevski who could not convert me- 
tres off the back post. 


Whittlesea could have closed the game down 
for Preston in the eightieth minute, as Kozic 
and Armenian intercepted a Preston attack 
and swooped on the counter. Charging 
along the left flank from the halfway line, 
Armenian brought the ball into the Lions 
box, but his finish was saved by Ozdemir 
and forced out for a corner. 
Controversy soon struck Epping Stadium 
shortly after, as Zoran Petrevski eventually 
found an avenue through the Zebra’s de- 
fence and goalkeeper Kyriakos Gerohristo- 
doulou. As Petrevski was in a position to 
shoot in front of an open goal, the play was 
deemed offside cancelled out. Preston’s fury 
was short lived as defender Les Anastasiou 
ventured forward and headed home a Tony 
Sterjovski cross in the ninetieth minute. 
Eventually finishing one goal 
apiece, the inaugural Northern Community 
Cup clearly delivered a few strong messages 
for Victorian football. Firstly, football is 
alive and well in the northern suburbs, as 
evident by the large crowds and junior foot- 
ball clinics on offer at Epping Stadium and 
finally, whoever accompanies Preston and 
Whittlesea in this years Foxtel Cup finals 
series, such is the evenness of this competi- 
tion that football fans will be treated to one 
of the tightest contests in years to determine 
who will be crowned this season’s Victorian 
football champions.

TOP FIVE EXERT SUPERIORITY 


Round 17 of the Women’s Premier League 
proved a good one for the majority of the 
top five, with all teams except Eltham 
North picking up victories to continue their 
respective runs to the finals. Keilor Park 
also moved up the table with a victory. 

Sandringham’s good recent run 
continued on Saturday afternoon, as it 
defeated Eltham North 2-1 at Spring St Oval, 
to further cement its place in the top five. The 
first half ended all square, with neither side 
able to break the deadlock. That all changed 
after the interval, with Jocelyn Murdoch 
netting twice for the home side, with Christine 
Pfeiffer scoring in reply for Eltham.

Box Hill Inter continued Casey 
Comets’ miserable season with a 2-0 victory 
over its traditional rival at Comets Stadium 
on Sunday. The writing was on the wall for 
Casey by half time, with both goals coming 
before the interval, courtesy of Amanda 
Lawless and Analisse Rios, and it could find 
no way back in the second half. Box Hill 
remains in second place on the ladder, and on 
track for a potential fifth straight WPL title. By 
contrast, Casey, Box Hill’s main competitor 
for so many years, is this season floundering 
in eighth place, and looks certain to miss the 
finals for the first time in its history. 

Returning home to Keilor Park 
Reserve proved the necessary tonic for 
Keilor Park, as it scored a 2-0 victory over 
the University of Melbourne, after suffering 
successive defeats on the road. One goal in 
each half was enough for the home side to 
claim its fifth victory of a season that, like 
Casey’s, has been disappointing compare 
to previous years. Unfortunately though for 
Keilor, the victory will probably prove to be 
too little too late, as it looks to be too far adrift 
of the top five for a late push for the finals. 
The University of Melbourne, however, will 
be even more concerned by the result, as 
it leaves it right in the mix for relegation. 
Given its proximity to Eastern Lions and 
Bendigo Vipers, every point is crucial for the 
University, and it can ill afford to lose games 
such as this. 

A second half onslaught from 
Heidelberg United proved too much for 
Preston Lions at Olympic Village on 
Sunday, as the current WPL leader ran out 
victorious by four clear goals. Preston’s 
finals’ aspirations were effectively on the line 
in this game, and it looked in with a shot of

Celtic and Rangers have dominated Scottish 
football to such an extent, it seems pointless 
to even bother with a season preview. Of 
course this year’s premiership is going to be 
won by one of the two. At this time of the 
year, just before the new season kicks off, 
there are sometimes teams that hint at the 
possibility of breaking the old firm monopoly. 
Last year, we had the emerging Hearts fuelled 
by Vladimir Romanov’s millions. The year 
before, we could look to Tony Mowbray’s 
promising young Hibs. But this time not 
even the most blighted optimist can find a 
potential third force. Both sides of Glasgow 
(with some help from English clubs) have 
ransacked the rest of the competition of any 
player capable of causing them headaches. 
Consequently just about every side outside 
of the old firm is weaker then it was last 
season. We’re more likely to see Ronaldinho 
sign for Melbourne Victory then see anyone 
other then Celtic or Rangers win the Scottish 
premiership. 


The Two-Horse Race 

Two disastrous seasons from Rangers, and 
two very successful ones from Celtic, have 
radically altered the old firm power balance 
in Celtic’s favour. Having won the last two 
premierships with relative ease, and making 
it to the final 16 of Champions League, they 
are certainly in a much stronger financial 
position then their debt ridden rivals. It’s 
a gap that is really starting to show in the 
transfer market too. In every situation where 
the two clubs have pursued the same player, 
Celtic has won out. Derek Riordan, Paul 
Hartley, Scott MacDonald and Scott Brown, 
are all players Rangers initially tried to sign 
but found themselves being outbidded by 
Celtic. As Goal! Weekly goes to print, Celtic 
are also on the verge of signing Kilmarnock’s 
Steven Naismith, a player Rangers have been 


chasing all summer having had four bid 
rejected. 

One gets the impression that Rangers can 

now only sign players Celtic don’t want. 
Carlos Cuellar (Osasuna) Jean-Claude 
Darcheville (Bordeaux) DaMarcus Beasley 
(PSV Eindhoven) Roy Carroll (West Ham) 
and Lee McCulloch (Wigan), are all good 
signings that will make Rangers a stronger 
side. But in managing to sign AC Milan’s 
Massimo Donati, Celtic have recruited a 
player of a calibre rarely seen in the SPL 
these days. 
Gers’ fans can at least find solace in the fact 
that once Walter Smith took over midseason 
he did manage to transform the situation 
from ‘unthinkable catastrophe’, to ‘average 
disaster’. He secured second spot, closed the 
gap behind Celtic, and most importantly won 
both old firm derbies. 


The Auld Firm will most likely 
dominate the Scottish Premier for 
another season. Rangers have won 
a total of 51 titles, whilst Celtic 
have won 41, 


The Bride’s Maids 

Last year’s potential third force Hearts, have 
since been reduced into a feithdom feeding 
Romanov’s ego. They’ve at least cleared out 
some of the mediocre clutter from Lithuania, 
but until they can stick with a single manager 
for more then a month, they’ II never be taken 
seriously. 

Last season’s third placed team Aberdeen 
owed much of their success to their captain 
and key defender Russell Anderson. But over 
the summer the Scotland international signed 
for Sunderland. His absence will leave a big 
gap in the team’s game plan, and former 
Celtic captain Jackie McNamara isn’t likely 
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to fill it. But in Jimmy Calderwood they have 
a very competent manager, who likes playing 
fast exciting attacking football, and very 
capable of upsetting the old firm. 

As for Hibs, they just keep losing their best 
players, once again being pillaged by the old 
firm for the second successive summer. 
They’ve lost Ian Murray, Kevin Thomson, 
and now Steve Whittaker to Rangers, while 
Chris Killen and Scott Brown will join 
former teammates Gary Caldwell and Derek 
Riordan at Celtic. Manager John Collins will 
be forced to rely on inexperienced youngsters. 
He can no doubt look forward to seeing them 
develop into promising players, and then 
losing them to the old firm next summer. 


Pushing Top Six? 

Inverness Caledonian Thistle, Dundee United 
and Kilmarnock have all spent the past few 
years hovering around midtable. This season 
isn’t likely to be any different. They are all 
too strong to fear relegation, but neither can 
realistically expect any more then maybe 
fifth spot. If Kilmarnock manages to keep 
Naismith, they’ II be the strongest of the three, 
and could even aim for third spot. Otherwise 
expect plenty of 0-0 and 1-0 score lines. 

It would be tempting to predict Falkirk as a 
relegation battler, as most experts have at the 
beginning of the past two seasons. But both 
times, they’ve managed to remain well clear 
of the drop. At 40 Russell Latapy will only 
slow down, and nor have the Bairns been 
spared by the old firm, losing Alan Gow to 
Rangers. Yet no matter how weak they may 
look, in my view there are three teams that 
look even weaker. 


Just Want To Survive 
As to be expected the newly promoted 
team from last season, is the favourite to be 
relegated this season. This time it’s Gretna. 
Millionaire Brooks Mileson has converted 
this former non-league side into the Chelsea 
of Scottish lower division football. Three 
promotions in three years means they’ve 
made it to the SPL quicker then they can build 
a new stadium that meets SPL requirements. 
Consequently, theyll be playing at 
Motherwell’s Fir Park. But what looked like 
a big transfer kitty in First Division is only a 
modest one in the Premier League. 
St.Mirren started last season brilliantly 
clocking up early points.

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But in the end they slumped badly and 
would have been relegated if it weren’t for 
their brighter-then-expected start. Since then 
they’ve lost Kirk Broadfoot to Rangers, and 
other key players are just getting too old. 
Motherwell is also coming off the back of a 
very disappointing season. The loss of Scott 
McDonald to Celtic will only compound their 
problems, robbing them of the main goal 
scorer. They’ Il also be happy just to survive. 


Aussies in Scotland 

The club of choice for Antipodeans this 
season will be Celtic, with emerging 
Socceroo Scott McDonald, and Kiwi 
Chris Killen. Former Northern Spirit and 
Parramatta Eagles midfielder Erik Paartalu 
has signed for Gretna. Matthew Park, once 
of Frankston Pines, will be hoping to get his 
first game as he spends another season on the 
books at Hearts. Meanwhile Queenslander 
Danny Invincible will play another season 
with Kilmarnock.

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LEEDS UTD SUNK TO NEW LOW IN LEAGUE ONE 


Leeds United strategically went into 
administration on the last day of last 
season. In doing so, owner Ken Bates 
immediately incurred a 10 point penalty 
deduction (for falling into administration). 
Bates thought he had beaten the system 
with his clever tactic to avoid deduction at 
the start of next season in England’s third 
tier league (confusingly called League 
One). But on Friday Leeds were given a 15 
point deduction for their trouble. Where 
did it all go wrong for the Yorkshire 
club? 


The failure to qualify for the Champions 
League during the 2000-2002 seasons led to 
dire financial consequences for Leeds. First 
they lost television rights and sponsorship 
benefits. The £100m gamble on new players 
started to backfire and by March 2002, the 
club announced huge losses. A_locally- 
based consortium sealed a £30m takeover in 
March 2004 but by November of the same 
year the Elland Road ground had been sold 
on a sale-and-lease-back arrangement after 
a buy-out had failed. Former Chelsea owner 
Ken Bates then stepped in and bought a 50 
per cent stake in the club in January 2005 
for £10m. 


During this unstable period assets were sold. 
Rio Ferdinand, Robbie Keane, Lee Bowyer, 
Olivier Dacourt, Robbie Fowler, Jonathan 
Woodgate, Harry Kewell, Mark Viduka, 
Paul Robinson and Alan Smith were all top 
players that were shown the door. It was a 
turbulent time for the managers too, Daivid 
O’leary was sacked and replaced by Terry 
Venables who soon left and was replaced 
by former Sunderland boss Peter Reid, who 


was also sacked. A caretaker boss Eddie 
Gray took charge before Kevin Blackwell 
was appointed and managed to instil a team 
spirit and put some pride back into the club. 
Blackwell’s team comprised of players on 
free transfers and low wages and Leeds made 
the promotion playoff final in 05/06, which 
they lost to Watford. On 10 September 2006, 
Kevin Blackwell announced that within 
a year the club would be debt-free. Then 
Bates decided to change things again and 
brought in ex-Chelsea captain, Dennis Wise 
to replace Blackwell. But, Wise was unable 
to stop the rot as the team was relegated.

In the last month, Ken Bates has re-bought 
the bankrupt company for an undisclosed 
amount and called it Leeds United Football 
Club Limited. However, Bates over looked 
one important fact in his dodgy dealings. 
Bates’ new company has no business at all 
unless the Football League agreed to allow 
it membership and a share of the League’s 
money. To do so would require the League to 
make an exception in its insolvency policy, 
after standing firm on all the other 41 clubs 
which have collapsed into insolvency since 
1992. The League’s policy requires that 
players, other clubs and the League itself - 
must be paid in full, (while Leeds players are 


still owed wages). The League membership 
has finally been granted, but as a result of 
the manner in which the administration has 
been conducted, the board determined this 
transfer of membership should be subject to 
Leeds United having a 15-point deduction 
applicable from the beginning of the 2007/08 
season. Bates is very lucky or very clever to 
have got off so lightly. 


It’s all rather confusing and rather worrying 
for the massive Leeds United fan base. They 
have witnessed their club being mismanaged 
for years and continually vilified as having a 
dirty team and a racist support group. How 
much more do the Leeds supporters deserve? 
Bates has managed to buy and sell the club 
to himself, appearing not to have put a penny 
into the existing debt. Was he happy that 
the club failed to get promoted back to the 
Premiership and avoid payments to previous 
owners? Was relegation and administration 
planned for a huge debt to be written off? 
Their debts were only £35.5m, and given 
that Ken Bates had said during 2006-07 that 
the club would be in a dramatically better 
financial position once the season was over 
and the contracts of high-earning players 
would come to an end? 


Maybe Ken Bates will eventually get his 
comeuppance. He was apparently one day 
off sinking Chelsea before the Russian came 
knocking. If the League hadn’t accepted 
Ken Bates’ slippery business proposal 
Leeds United would have been consigned 
to the graveyard of football history, never to 
return.

along the right hand wing crossed the ball 
to Simon Lynch who converted near the far 
post. 
Unsuccessful shots from Chris Grossman 
and Reinaldo in the following minutes gave 
the Roar hope of pinching the lead but overall 
the half belonged to Adelaide. 

Despite the score, United looked 
the better side with Bobby Petta collecting 
plenty of quality touches while Cassio’s free 
kicks always looked dangerous. 

The duo combined in injury time 
with a long cross from Cassio setting up a 
powerful Petta header from close range. 


Queensland lifted its intensity in 
the second half and controlled possession for 
more than 10 minutes. 

But Adelaide always looked 
dangerous when they took possession and 
when Nathan Burns was brought down in 
a crude tackle, the home side had earned 
another free kick and chance to score. 

Cassio took the kick, curling the 
ball over the defensive wall and past the left 
hand of Reddy. 

The game took another twist when 
Milicic waltzed through a lapse United 
defence and slotted the ball into the left hand 
corner of the net. 

Milicic almost found the equaliser 
10 minutes later but he didn’t make the most 
of a Matthew McKay cross. 

Queensland continued to attack but 
a shaky Adelaide defence managed to hold 
its opposition out.
